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Patent Claims 

1. Polymer blends containing a component selected from the group of 
poly(ester)caibonate A, graft polymer B or mixtures thereof, polyalkylene 
naphthalate C as the second component optionally together with a further 
component D selected from the group of vinyl (co)polymer Dl, polyalkylene 
terqjhthalate D2 or mixtures thereof, wherein mixtures of polycarbonate, 
polyalkylene naphthalate and optionally polyalkylene terephthalate contain 
no tetrafluoroethylene polymer. 

2. Polymer blends according to claim 1, characterised in that they contain from 
0.2 to 99 parts by weight of polyalkylene naphthalate, wherein the sum of the 
parts by weight of components A + B + C + D is 100. 

3. Polymer blends according to claim 1, characterised in that they contain from 
0.4 to 85 parts by weight of polyalkylene ns^hthalate, wherein the sum of the 
parts by weight of components A + B + C + Dis 100. 

4. Polymer blends according to claim 1, characterised in that th^ contain from 
0.6 to 75 parts by weight of polyalkylene naphthalate, wherein the sum of the 
parts by weight of components A + B + C + Dis 100. 

5. Polymer blends according to claim 1, characterised in that they contain 
polycarbonate, polyalkylene terephthalate and polyalkylene naphthalate. 

6- Polymer blrads according to claim 1, characterised in that they contain 
polycaibonate, graft polymer and polyalkylene nsqphthalate. 

7. Polymer blends according to claim 1, characterised in that they contain graft 
polymer, polyalkylene naphthalate and optionally polyalkylene terephthalate. 
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8. Polymer blends according to claim 1, characterised in that they contain 
polycarbonate and polyaDcylene naphthalate, with the excq)tion of 
tetrafluoroethylene polymer. 

olymer blends acxording to one of claims 1 to 8, characterised in that they 
contain polyethyliie naphthalate and/or polybutylene naphthalate as the 
polyalkylene naphtoalate. 

10. Polymer blends accorffling to one of claims 1 to 9, characterised in that the grafting 
backbone of the graft ptolymer B is selected from among at least one rubber from the 
group of diene rubbers,W(D)M rubbers, acrylate, polyurethane, silicone, chloroprene 
and ethylene/vinyl acetate mbbers. 

1 1 . Polymer blends accordinb to one of claims 1 to 10, characterised in that they 
contain at least one additia^e from the group of flame retardants, stabilisers, 
pigments, mould release a^nts, flow auxiliaries and/or antistatic agents. 

12, Polymer blends according to claim 11, characterised in that they contain 
phosphates according to the formula (IV) as flame retardant
